“The government is prepared for every, 


action, no matter how grave. I, however, 
entertain hopes regarding the dispositions 
of foreign powers. In conversations with 
Ambassadors I have seen they hardly can 
be in a more friendly disposition, and know!l- 
edge of this attitude of the’ powers will as- 
suredly have an effect on the American Gov- 
ernment. The President probably does, not 
desire to put his hand on what might prove 
to be a wasp’s nest.“ 

These were words of El Duayen. 

Duke Tetuan has continued the negotia- 
tions of his predecessor. Ambassadors, 
chiefly those of Great Britain, France, and 
Germany, had long conferences with Tetuan 
in the first place, then more recently with 
Sefior Canovas. It is understood the basis 
for the negotiations was a declaration that 
the European powers have the same terri- 
torial and political and economical interest 
in America, and therefore common political 
action is convenient. The danger of the 
United States assuming supremacy is 
menacing and the expulsion of Europeans is 
also taken into account, 

There were misgivings regarding the atti- 
tude of Germany. The relations of Spain 
and Germany have been very strained since 
the Spanish Parliament rejected the com- 
mercial treaty which the Reichstag had 
passed only through personal exertions and 
even menaces of Emperor rejection. This 
treaty, refused by the Cortes, infuriated the 
Kaiser, who swore he would have no more 
dealings with Spain, and subsequently 
profited by opportunities of making himself 


disagreeable. 
It is hoped, however, that in the present 


erisis Germany will not throw Spain into 


the arms of France by any hostile policy, 
and would support the Spanish cause so as 
not to weaken the action of the European 
powers. The result of the negotiations is 
not made public, but the German Ambassa- 
dor has had the longest and most frequent 
interviews with Tetuan, and an understand- 
ing between Spain and the European and 
some of the American powers has surely 
been arrived at. Utterances of official pa- 
pers confirm it. 

An important member of the Cabinet said, 
talking with me a few days ago: “ Look at 
the foreign press; its tone is extremely 
friendly to Spain and hostile to the United 
States, and it reflects exactly the disposi- 
tions of the respective governments, I can- 
not say more.“ 

In short, it is generally believed here the

Earthworks, Trenches, and Barb-Wire 
Barriers Stretched Across the Isl- 
an@ from Mariel to Mojango.

wire barriers. This trocha stretches across 
the island from Mariel on the north shore 
to Mojango on the south coast, and is 
guarded by perhaps 20,000 troops. It begias 
about twenty-five miles west of Havana. 

At least 30,000 Spaniards are on the other 
side of the trocha today attempting to force 
the rebel leader to make a stand with his ex- 
hausted men. Spanish troops are still pour- 
ing out in pursuit, and the force grows 
larger. 

Today Maceo was in the Mountains of 
Lechuza, north of Candelaria. He is said 
to be hard pressed for food and ammunition. 

The Spanish forces have come into skir- 
mish touch with the rebels at several points 
yesterday and today. Acrisisisnear. Wey- 
ler is profoundly absorbed in this critical 
movement. 

I saw three rebels, taken in the field and 
condemned as incendiaries, shot in the Ca- 
banas fortress this morning. A multitude 
witnessed the solemn spectacle. The men 
died without a word or groan. 

The Surgeon-Genéral reports that the 
health of the army is good. There has been 
a smaller percentage of deaths in the Ha- 
vana hospitals since the first of January 
than in the Spanish hospitals.

Dunlop is 
from Cambridge, England, and Turner is an 
Irishman. Dunlop returned to London only 
a few days before he was arrested. Turner 
has been in Ireland since he left Burden’s 
employ in February. Both have acknowl- 
edged being in Burden's employ at the time 
the robbery was committed. 

Brother-in-Law Astounded. 

Landlord W. G. Lander of the King’s 
Arms, Shepard’s Market, is a brother-in- 
idw of Turner. He apparently would not 
believe the story of the detectives when they 
first called. He stood aghast at the finding 
of the jewels, and called up his wife, Tur- 
ner’s sister, to see them. 

The men were taken to the Vine Street 
Police Station, where Dunlop said: I live 
in a public house near White Horse street.” 

When searched Dunlop was found to have 
a £5 Bank of England note, £9 10 shillings 
in money, and a gold watch and chain. He 
was wearing a pearl and diamond pin. 

Detective Inspector Hare said he was with 
the other officers and saw the two prisoners 
near Long’s Hotel. 

He caught hold of Turner and told him 
they were police officers and they had rea- 
son to believe he was in possession of some 
valuable diamonds that had been stolen. 
He asked Turner to show what articles he 
had about him, and Turner replied: ‘‘ I have 
nothing except what belongs to me.”’ 

He took Turner to the police station and 
on the way there asked him where he 
lived.

drink a little lemonade. Hernandez dis- 
played admirable coolness. He presented 
Dr. Gomez, who had been appointed to care 
for the prisoners, with a yellow belt, and 
asked him to write to his*mother and beg 
her to pardon him for his misdeeds, while 
assuring her that he died in the bosom of 
Christianity. 

Bacaliao, in his “ deathbed,” as he termed 
it, seemed full of life, and even haughty. 
He tried to run away from the chapel, as 


if by so doing he could shorten his period.

soldiers on guard. But he was watched so 
closely by the officer on duty it, was impossi- 
ble for him to carry out his intention. 
Bacallao and Hernandez had a breakfast 
at 4:30.o’clock a. m. of beefsteak and eggs, 
and each drank a cup df wine. They con- 
fessed to several priests, having been en- 
treated to conform to all religious customs. 
This caused Bacallao to remark: ‘ What 
is the use of conforming in my case, father, 
considering that within a short time I have 
to die?“ 
Meet Death with Courage. 


At 7 o’tlock the square was ready, and 
the troops were drawn up under Maj. Car- 
los Justiz. The prisoners were conducted 
there in the usual solemn manner. Bacallao 
and Hernandez were courageous and cool, 
but Borges, who had been so nervous in the 
chapel, and who had refused any stimulant 
with his breakfast, turned out to be the 
bravest of all, and met his fate with the 
most remarkable courage. 

Bacallao smoked a cigar during his last 
moments, and calmly threw it away as he 
knelt down with his face to the wall and his 
back toward the firing squad. Berges sat 
down with his hands in his pockets and 
coolly turned his head toward the soldiers 
who were to shoot him. Hernandez at- 
tentively watched the shadows of the sol- 
diers on the wall in front of him. When all 
was ready the officer in command of the 
squad lifted his sword, the rifles were aimed, 
there was another movement of the sword, 
and the report of the volley echoed from

I have under- 
stood that while his sympathies were with 
the insurgents he was taking no part in the 
work of the rebellion. He has done much 
to relieve distress since the beginning of the 
war.

WILL VISIT THE FROZEN NORTH. 


Students to Make a Search for Lichens 
and Legends. 

New York, April 17.—({Special.]—A scien- 
tific party is now being organized here by 
Prof. Hite of the Peary expedition for ex- 
ploration in the far north. Science, speci- 
mens, and sport constitute the objective 
reasons for the expedition, and three months 
is the proposed time limit of the trip, which 
is to extend to the northermost bounds of 
Labrador. 

Columbia University is to be represented 
in the party by Dr. Albert Schneider, a 
young botanist, who makes a specialty of 
lichens and mosses. The membership is to 
be limited to twenty-five persons, including 
students, post graduates, and professors of 
the physical sciences from various well 
known universities. A geologist, zodlogist, 
archeologist, and botanist will be in the 
party. 

It is designed that there shall be two lec- 
tures daily, illustrated with the stereopticon, 
and with specimens freshly gathered from 
= sea and shore, so it is to be no holiday 
trip. 

The expedition will leave New York June 
15, after the college ds closed, and will re- 
turn in time for the fall term. The party 
will go to St. Johns, where Peary’s old 
steamer, the Kite, has been engaged for the 
cruise, Capt. G. H. Perkins of Philadelphia 
will be its commander. Once on board the 
steamer lectures will begin, and it is de- 
lieved it will be possible to obtain in a few 
weeks from the lectures and fleld practice 
combined more benefit than from a year’s 
work in the laboratory. ° 

The route will extend along the southern 
coasts of Labrador, through the Straits-of 
Belle Isle, among the islands on the eastern 
coast and as far north as Cape Chidiey, 
cruising and sealing in Ungara Bay. The 
party will also visit Anticosti. The study of 
the flora of Upper Labrador, which has as 
yet received rather scant attention at the 
hands of scientists, will be chiefly attempted. 
The country is rich in the moss and lichen 
flora, but it has also several varieties of trees 
and straggling herbs and grasses. Dr. 
Schneider said today:

The builders of the new Democratic ma- 
chine, offensive and defensive, were slow in 
getting to work, but once they were all be- 
hind the closed doors of parlor “O“ they 
lost no more time. 

The slogan of the meeting, as announced 
by Chairman Robbins, was honest money 
and honest primaries,” which was unani- 
mously indorsed. Then ensued a long and 
general discussion of the work before the 
machine, and how it could best be accom- 
plished. 

The invitations sent out for the mteting 
were distributed without regard to wards, 
and but seventeen were represented. It is 
the intention to secure men from the remain- 
ing wards before the next meeting on Tues- 
day at 4p. m. 

Early in the meeting it became evident 
the majority of those present were favorably 
inclined towards Gov. Altgeld, and wanted 
him to be the next Democratic nominee for 
Governor of the State. So when W. C. Asay 
offered a resolution indorsing him it was sent 
through without a dissenting vote as soon as 
it had been seconded by Adolf Kraus. 

The resolution was as follows: 

Resolved, That this meeting indorse the 
actions of Gov. Altgeld in State affairs, and 
that the Democratic Honest Money com- 
mittee of 100 use its influence to secure 
his renomination.” 

Gives Itself a Name. 

Previous to the passage of this resolution 
the caucus organized itself under the name 
of the Democratic Honest Money Com- 
mittee of One Hundred.” All those present, 
with the exception of Sol Van Praag, en- 
rolled themselves in the committee. 

H. 8. Robbins was appointed Chairman, 
and Jacob.Hopkins Secretary.

A resolution was adopted directing Chair- 
man Robbins to appoint a committee of five 
on finance. The personnel of the committee 
was not decided on, but it will be as strong 
a sound-money body as can be formed from 
the Cook County Democrats. This commit- 
tee of five will map out the lines along which 
the Committee of One Hundred will make its 
fight for sound money in the coming conven- 


tion. 

Besides this the big committee will see 
to it that the approaching primaries are 
honestly conducted and keep a watchful eye 
on the tactics of the silver men, whose plans 
they propose to thwart. 

The question of securing permanent head- 
quarters for the machine was discussed, and 
it was decided to secure the rooms formerly 
occupied by the Honest-Money League in 
the mer House. 

The final work was to repeat the expres- 
sions of determination to fight for honest 
money which the delegates had at the start 
announced as their platform.

New York, April 17.—[Special.}—It is ap- 
parent tonight that the fate of Greater New 
York rests upon the delicate question as to 
whether Thomas C. Piatt, the Republican 
boss, can come to an understanding with 
John Sheehan, the Tammany leader. 

Mr. Platt has sent word. to Albany that 
Greater New York must become an actual- 
ity, because it will then be possible for him 
to carry out his plans for State commissions 
to govern the police, fire, health, and build- 
ing departments of the federated cities. 

A careful canvass of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Assembly shows that only forty- 
nine can be absolutely relied upom to vote 
for the measure. With twenty-four Tam- 
many men and three Democratic members 
from Kings the total vote for the bill will 
reach seventy-six, just enough to pass it. 
There are sixty-five Republicans who have 
been classed as favoring the bill, but it is 
doubtful whether they can be held, and 
even then Tammany’s votes would be 


needed. 
Up the State Republicans are adverse to 


making any deal with Tammany, and under 
Warner Miller’s leadership they are likely 
to demur to any demands made by Mr. Platt. 
Some of the Tammany Assemblymen are 
so opposed to the bill that they will refuse 
to vote for it, even on Mr. Sheehan’s order. 

Greater New York has degenerated into a 
mere commodity of trade between the two 
political parties. It is being used to secure 
votes for other bills and measures which the 
leaders are promoting. At present pros- 
pects it has a majority of three if all the 
schemes of the promoters are carried out as

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New York Record for April Weather 
Broken Yesterday. 

New York, April 17.—[{Special.]}—Oppres- 
sive July weather again prevailed in New 
York today. The mercury outfooted any 
previous record in the history of the Weath- 
er Bureau for April 17 by the wide margin of 
14°. This was when at 12 o’clock it attained 
its official maximum of 83°. The warmest 
corresponding day previously was in 1801, 
when the thermometer reached 69°. 

The official register is taken on the top of 
the big Manhattan Life Building, which in- 
dicates but slightly the condition in the 
streets below. In the narrow down-town 
streets the day was exceedingly oppressive.

The kitchen employés had no idea the fire 
extended beyond their own room, but flames 
bursting from the rooms of the Livingston 
brothers and Prof. Ellis Brooks on the fifth 
floor and from tHe rooms directly above 
occupied by house servants attracted the 
attention of the maids, and they ran through 
the halls screaming “ Fire!“ : 

The halls were quickly filled with throngs 
of people carrying bundles and dragging 
trunks. 

Amusing Episodes. 

One man rushed down the stairs carrying 
an armful of his wife’s fine dresses and a 
sealskin sacque, which he took over to the 
Palmer House. An hour later he stealthily 
returned with the finery. 

Another man seized a sheet from the bed, 
and heaping all his valuables in it gathered 
the four corners and threw the bundle over 
his shoulder.

Double Alarm on Jackson Street. 


While the firemen were at work at the 
Clifton House a 2-11 alarm was turned in, at 
1 o’clock, from the four-story building at 
Nos. 45 and 47 Jackson street, between State 
street and Wabash avenue. This was soon 
followed by a 4-11 alarm. 

Before water could be turned on the two 
upper stories were sheeted in flame, which 
burst from the windows on Jackson street 
and created a heat so intense the firemen 
were unable to approach closely, and it was 
nearly half an hour before a stream from the. 
water tower was available. 

There were no tenants except on the fourth 
floor, where F. Fiorentine & Son had a pict- 
ure frame and cabinetware factory. The 
inflammable character of this stock made the 
fire difficult to suppress, but control of the 
flames was gained at 2 o'clock. Fiorentine 
& Son’s loss is estimated at $4,000. 

The east half of-the building was owned 
by Alexander Officer; the west half by Eu- 
gene S. Kimball. The loss, Marshal Sweenie 
thinks, will reach $10,000 on the building. 
An insurance of $20,000, variously placed, 
was carried. Mr. Kimball said the loss 
would reach the insurance figures, in his

These Are Among the Features of the 
New Postofiice Building. 

There are hiding places for the detectives 
in the new Postoffice Building. 

Suspended from the ceiling above the large 
room in the center of the building are four 
contrivances, ostensibly air shafts, and re- 
sembling in appearance good-sized dry goods 
boxes. On each side of these is an ordinary 
register, such as is placed in dwellings for 
heating purposes. ; 

The secret service agent delegated to watch 
some one walks over a plank conveniently 
placed in the skylight, and drops into the 
7 gir-shaft.”

FRENCH ACQUIRE ISLAND OF RAIATEA. 


After Many Emgorts the Conquest of 
Queen Mamea’s Domain Is Accom- 
plished—English Don’t Like It. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 17.—The brig 
City of Papete,Tahiti, brings news that 
Queen Mamea of the Island of Raiatea, in 
the South Seas, has surrendered to her old 
enemies, the French. The Queen, according 
to the reports, is now thoroughly subdued 
and beyond giving further trouble. 

Queen Mamea has ed over Raiatea 
nearly a score of years. Her subjects num- 
bered about 1,000 people, fierce and uncivil- 
ized. Many efforts were made to conquer 
her without avail. 

A few months ago a French gunboat ap- 
peared at the island and in the night landed 
a strong force. In the morning the Queen 
found herself surrounded and was led 
to surrender. She gave the French complete 
sway over the island with the condition that 
she be recognized as Queen. 

France is to control the shipping, which is 
said to be valuable, and is to be permitted 
to establish a coaling station at the prin- 
cipal harbor. When the Papete left Tahiti 
a French gunboat was anchored off Raiatea. 
The English are said to oppose French 
session of the island and will ask that it be 
restored to Queen Mamea.

Continuing, 
he said in part: 

There never was a more fallacious doc- 
trine taught than that the prosperity of a 
people depends upon or is gained by the 
great volume of its currency, irrespective 
of other conditions. 

“It has been this pernicious doctrine of 
fiatism and its kindred one of inflation that 
has caused in the largest measure the con- 
tinual looking to Congress in every season 
of distress for monetary relief. It has forced 
the money question into partisan legislative 
debate, and made it the subject of hasty and 
ill-advised legislative action. The Ameri- 
Can people have been slow to learn that, 
no matter how great or how small the vol- 
ume of currency in circulation, there al- 
ways will be sections of the country where, 
under the same conditions, scarcity will pre- 
vail. Legislation is powerless to remedy 
this or put an end to it, and the sooner this 
fact is realized the soonér will the people 
of these sections set about to create condi- 
tions which will bring to them, at any and 
all seasons of the year, such amounts of 
money or credits as will best meet their 
needs. 

“I consider the first and great essential 
to the return of prosperity to the American 
people the complete elimination of the free 
silver fallacy and the equally emphatic and 
unequivocal reaffirmation of our adherence 
to the single gold standard of value. Asa 
part of that work I deem it necessary that 
the outstanding demand obligations of the 
government shall be at the earliest practica- 
ble moment paid in gold and cancelled, and 
that assurance thus be given that we have 
entered upon an ere of financiering that is 
based upon correct and sound monetary 
principles. As contributing to all this 
every note of issue to circulate as money 
should be issued by the banks, and every 
bank that issues such a note should stand 
ready and capable to redeem the same in 
gold upon pregentation. The Government 
of the United States ought not to occupy 
the position of being the one great source of 
gold supply for this and every other nation. 

“I trust in the contest That is now being 
waged between the forces of free silver and 
flatism on the one side, and those who take 
their belief in monetary affairs from that 
which the world of business and of commerce 
holds to be controlling principles; the out- 
come may be definite and the settlement con- 
clusive. There is now no room for compro- 
mise or means of avoiding a definite issue. 
Today the American business world stands 
eager and expectant, prepared, if doubt and 
indecision comes to an end to set at work 
forces which will make this country again 
the home of a new and greater prosperity. 
Its resources are ample, the energy of its 
people unbounded, its opportunities would 
be world-wide. It only needs such financial 
and monetary laws and policies as will again 


inspire the world’s confidence and again 


draw to it the world’s idle capital.” 


PLACES THE DAMAGES AT $126,000. 


Yeates of the Breach of Promise Suit 
Breught by Mrs. Anna MeDer- 
meott Against Schuell. 


Rock Island, III., April 17.—[Special.]—The 
Rock Island County Holmes sensation, in 
the story of Henry Bastian and his murders, 
has given place in public attention to the 
Breckinridge case of this city, as may be 
termed the case entered in the Circuit Court 
here this week by Mrs. Anna McDermott 
to recover $125,000 damages for alleged 
breach of promise. 

Mr. Schnell, the defendant, is a man con- 
siderably past middle age, is possessed of a 
goodly portion of this world’s goods, being 
reputed worth $500,000.

GRAY-PERCK LAW CONSTITUTIONAL, 


Justice Ramsey Decides in Favor of It 
in Two Test Cases. 

New York, April 17.—({Special.}J~—The Ap- 
pellate division of the New York Supreme 
Court handed down a decision today uphold- 
ing the constitutionality of the Gray-Percy 
racing laws. The matter came up in three 
suits against Samuel B. Lawrence, President 
of the Westchester Racing Association, and 
Joseph Sturgis. The former was charged 
with aiding and abetting racing of horses 
for stakes and wagers and the latter with 
bookmaking. Justice Rumsey, in his opin- 
ion, says that the contention cannot be 
maintained that racing horses for a stake 
is a lottery. On this point, he says, the de- 
fendant, Lawrence, cannot be held guilty of 
any of the acts covered by the penal code 
section prohibiting lotteries. 

The defendant Sturgis, Justice Rumsey 
says, was not guilty of bookmaking as he did 
not occupy any place on the grounds for the 
purpose of recording bets within the mean- 
ing of section 351 of the penal code, under 
which the arrest was made. 

He did record bets. He took the stand 
that under chapter 570 of the laws of 1805, 
the racing law, only a civil liability could be 
imposed upon him for that offense and that 
he was exempt from the penalty provided by 
the penal code. Justice Rumsey’s opinion 
upholds the racing law, together with the 
amendment to section 851 of the penal code 
passed-in 1891, and says that they constitute 
a consistent scheme for the prevention of 
the acts specified in the Constitution.

Records fell like hail at the 
Coronado mile track, and the grist of records 
gained by the Stearns team now foots up 
to the respectable total of fourteen world’s 
and three coast records.

In the orable days of the panic, when 
wheat was declining sometimes one and two 
cents a day, it was a familiar sight to ob- 
serve Mr. Pardridge walking unconcernedly 
about the exchange, with his eyes on the 
floor, never looking up except to wave his 
hand to his dozen or more brokers in the pit, 
either to start them selling like mad or buy- 
ing in his wheat on some big bulge. 

Mr. Pardridge had few intimate friends on 
the board, but this was principally because 
he didn’t care much about casual friends. 
Scores of traders today remember vividly 
times when they were broke and how Hd 
Pardridge was the man who “ staked ” 
them. These kind acts he was aécustomed 
to do almost rudely, and after he had done 
@ man a favor he never cared to have it 
spoken of again. 


Pardridge and Hutchinson. 


While B. P. Hutchinson had a 81 
admiration for Mr. Pardridge the Sine mage 
were almost always at odds relative to the 
market. There is a popular tradition that 
Hutchinson vowed at one time to break 
Pardridge, but as a matter of fact they were 
good friends, and, although it was not 
known outside of a limited circle, there were 
times when they were running joint deals, 
the crowd all the time supposing that they 
were pitted against each other. 

As conspicuous as Mr. Pardridge was, he 
had only one experience of significance with 
cranks.

Yet this is no reason for disputing Mr. 
Bridges’ statement that if one English poet 
might be recalled today from the dead the 
chosen one would be John Keats. He says 
this in full view of the estimate that the 
best of the work of Keats is of the highest 
excellence, but the mass of it disappoint- 

He says it while charging Keats with 
underestimation of women, with want of in- 
sight into human passion, with lack of 
spirituality in his doctrine of beauty, and 
with indefiniteness in his character outlines. 
But the critic leaves one still under the spell 
of all the old amazement at the wonderful 
Greek soul in the body of this son of a 
stableman. 

Mr. Bridges brings out the dominance of 
different poets over Keats at various periods 
of his career, and even goes so far as to say 
that: “If he had not been so original he 
would have been only a plagiarist.“ Keats’ 
best period was about 1818, when he was 
under the influence of Milton. It was then 
that he wrote Hyperion and The Eve 
of St. Agnes.“ 

The first thing that a writer must do is 
to get his words into the Order of his ideas as 
he wishes them to enter the reader's mind.“ 
The grammatical inversions in which Milton 
abounded in the hands of Keats became the 


| most unconscious means for following this 


w. Hence his objective work during his 
Miltonic period was unusually vivid, for 
much the same reason that a description is 
more striking in French, with the adjectives 
3 the nouns, than in customary En- 
glish. 

But added to this was that consummate 
seal of all poetic power: I mean the power 
of concentrating all the far-reaching re- 
sources of language on one point, so that a 
single and apparently effortless expression 
rejoices the esthetic imagination and at the 
Same time astonishes the intellect with a 
new aspect of truth.’’

An Admirable Amazon. 
Tom Grogan. By F. Hopkinson Smith. 
Illustrated. Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 

The Stevedores’ ‘Union of Staten Island 
ran up against the wrong man when it set 
out to “down” Mrs. Grogan, the stalwart 
daughter of Erin who splits planks with her 
fist and discharges ships’ cargoes under the 
name of her dead husband. One does not 
need to read tem pages in Mr. Smith’s new 
novel to see that the walking delegates, 
Dan McGaw, Finnegan, a the rest of the 
gang who are trying to sneak Tom's 
business, are in for a drubbing. 

In this new story Mr. Smith given new 
proof not only of his own broadening pow 
but of the general adaptability o 
to the work of the novelist. The forci 
feminine character of Tom Grogan is drawn 
with true artistic finish and even the minor 
figures, especially Jennie and her lover, 
Carl, are sketched with delightful effective- 
ness. The mutual admiration of Cully an 
Patsy is one of the cleverest touches in the 
whoie book, merely because of the artistic 
manner in which it comes to light. Even 
the goat, Stumpy, the one being in the world 
before which Mrs. Grogan quailed, is an 
essential element of humor. 

As Tom Grogan gets one large contraet 
after another and the hatred of the union 
for her grows more intense, the story un- 
rolls itself swiftly and with an increasing 
momentum of interest. Only a master of 
color and proportion would have thought of 
the device which Mr. Smith. uses to bring 
out fully the tender, womanly side of Tom's 
nature—the stroke which shows her giving 
up a big contract simply because the union 
threatens to call all the men out and starve 
their wives. 

The climax, in which Tom’s enemies burn 
her stables, is dramatic, though the author 
has, if we may so put it, heroified Cari at the 
peril of literary dignity. The cripple, Patsy, 
rushing into the burning building after his 
goat is 80 palpably pathetic as to border 
upon the farcical. 

The final denouement, in which the mys- 
tery of the brave woman’s husband is 
cleared up, and in which she survives the 
blow of an assassin’s hammer to sign the 
contract on time after all, is skillfully done, 
and the whole story, in spite of its rough 


materials, leaves an impression of human 


warmth that is as rare as it is grateful.

Her only 
fear is that China miay be all evangelized be- 
fore she grows up, Then Vasiltseff, a re“ 
former and a dreamer on aneighboring es- 
tate, shows her that there are martys even 
in Russia. She becomes his pupil, and as 
she blooms into womanhood the desire to 
succor her suffering fellow-countrymen 
grows in intensity with the growth of her 
love for Vasiltseff. Suddenly her lover and 
teacher is exiled for his socialistic ideas. 
She pines until his death, and then, as heir 
both of his money and of his spirit, she goes 
to St. Petersburg, bent upon giving her life 
for her suffering nation. The denouement 
comes when she marries a Jewish Nihilist 
whom she never saw before in order to ac- 
company him to lifelong exile in Siberia. 

Such are the bare outlines of a tale that is 
clothed with a profusion of passionate feel- 
ing and with many traces of artistic power. 
The sudden banishment of Vasiltseff is 
highly dramatic, and the means employed 
by Vera in marrying the condemned man are 
ingenious. The story holds the attention in 
spite of its occasional analytical tendencies, 
in spite of some crudities of method, and in 
spite of obvious defects in the translator's 
English. 


A Russian Classic. 
Smoke. By Ivan Turgenev. Macmillan 
& Co, 

This novel, first published in 1867, is one of 
the most welcome additions to the new issue 
of Turgenev's works. Second to the author's 
Fathers and Children and “ Virgin Son“ 
as an historical analysis, it is yet of great 
importance to the student of Russian thought 
and character. It paints with a master’s 
hand the decline of the early philosophical 
nihilism of the 60s and the dawn of the act- 
ive political nihilism of the 708, but, while 
the ferment of repressed anarchy is ever 
present, the book has a purely human inter- 
est that lifts it out of the rank of political 
novels and invests it with the charm of in- 
tense, restless life, with the yearnings of 
discontent and the animating impulses of 
strong passion. 

Like all of Turgenev’s novels this is essen- 
tially a character study, and the threads of 
political argument are so skillfully woven 
and blended with the love story that hostile 
criticism is virtually baled. Smoke is 
one of the finest examples in literature of a 
subjective study of passion rendered clearly 
and objectively in terms of French art. It 
places a finger on the weakness of the Slav 
character—the weakness of will, moral stag- 
nation, the feverish ennui resulting from the 
exhaustive analysis of everything with force 
and brilliance and the abandonment of high 
purpose in empty words. It was Turgenev's 
merciless attack on political charlatans with 
the empty formulas of the Laissez-Faire 
party that angered “ Young Russia,“ alien- 
ated from him his stanchest supporters, and 
made Smoke the cause of the author's 
decline in popularity. Irina, the heroine, is 
an artistic triumph—a creation that com- 
bines the exact balance between good and 
evil which makes good women seem insipid 
beside her and bad women seem unnatural. 


Electricity Up to Date. 

Greatly refreshing to the reader of pop- 
ular books on the elemehts of electricity is 
the recent work by John B. Verity called 
‘* Electricity Up to Date.“ The book is pub- 
lished in London, and is of an English cast, 
pleasing to the students of the more dry and 
exact American efforts on the subject. 
Above all, the attempt, made so frequently in 
the recent popular books on electricity, to 
explain the principles of the science so that 
an ordinary lay reader can understand them, 
is for once fairly successful. 

Although the book has for its subject 
merely current electricity, the branches 
taken up under that head are surprisingly 
numerous, and many of them of popular in- 
terest. Among them are a clever historical 
sketch of electricity, chapters on dynamo- 
‘electric machinery, electric lighting, wiring, 
English rules and conditions of public sup- 
ply of electric current, electric traction, 
electro-therapeutics, electric cooking and 
heating, and a concluding dissertation on 
electricity as a profession, In all these sub- 
jects the matter has been treated from the 
popular and interesting side, and contains 
enough of English peculiarities in the ap- 
plication of the science to make the work 
interesting to an American reader. Frede- 
rick Warne & Co.) 


Winthrop’s Military Law. 

Col. William Winthrop’s “ Military Law 
and Precedents,” in two large volumes, has 
appeared in a revised edition from the press 
of Little, Brown & Co. Since the publication 
of the original edition in 1886 the scope of 
our military law has been enlarged, and 
Col. Winthrop has accordingly revised and 
enlarged the original text, bringing down the 
law and rulings to the present date.

If necessary, bonds should be issued in 
time of peace as well as of war. Money 
may be needed by the government in time 
of peace to prepare for war or to uphold the 
national credit. It was needed badly this 
year and last, use Democratic legisla- 
tion cut down the revenues of the govern- 
ment so far below its needs that it either 
had to borrow or leave its current debts un- 
paid. And a Democratic tariff and*free 
silver agitation combined made it necessary 
to borrow to maintain the redemption re- 
serve. Had that not been done there would 


have been a worse panic than that which 


did visit the country and still harder times. 

The Democrats of 1857 were a little 
decenter than those of 1806. In the former 
year they enacted a tariff law which cut 
down the revenues so they fell far below the 
government’s necessary expenditures. The 
Democrats of that day not only consented 
to the issue of Treasury notes, which bore 
interest when not redeemed at the specified 
time of redemption, but Congress also em- 
powered the Seeretary of the Treasury to 
sell bonds to supply the government with 
current funds. More than that, Howell 
Oobb, then Secretary of the Treasury, 
recognizing the insufficiency of the customs 
duty to produce as much money as was 
in- 
creased, They should be increased now for 
the same reason, but no Democrat in Con- 
gress this session has consented to it. 

It is true that the terms exacted by the 
bankers’ syndicate a year ago last Feb- 
ruary were hard, but it was because that, 
while the Treasury wanted to borrow gold 
money, Congress refused to agree that the 
gold should be repaid in gold. The 16 to 1 
members insisted on the right to repay the 
gold in 50-cent free silver coins. Conse- 
quently those 60 millions of bonds were sold 
for 16 milliens less premium than if gold re- 


| payment had been promised. The govern- 


ment had to borrow gold in order to redeem 
its greenbacks in that metal on demand of 
the holders. Failing to redeem them it 
would have been driven into suspension, 
when a frightful panic would have swept 
over the country, But what cared the 
demagogue free silver advocates? While 


the craze possesses them they are ready 


for any mischief, 

‘This year bonds for redemption were not 
sold to a bankers’ syndicate, but were 
offered in the opén market. But as gold 
was required for them and only coin“ 
promised in repayment they sold for fully 
12 per cent less than they would have 
brought if gold payment had been stated on 
the face of the bonds. oF 

But if it had not been for fanatic agi- 

tators like Bland and Teller foreign cap- 
italists would not have thought a drop to 
the silver standard possible. There would 
have been no such immense exportation of 
gold of 1894-95, and it would not have been 
necessary to apply to a syndicate for im- 
mediate relief. A few days more of gold 
withdrawals like those of Jan y 1895, 
would have forced virtual suspension cf 
payment of its demand notes. A month of 
such run on the Treasury would have ex- 
hausted the Treasury reserve. 
These honest, Christian Missouri gentle- 
men wanted that to happen. They are 
furious that it did not. For in that event 
there would have been a drop from the gold 
standard, which they call “gold mono- 
metallism,” to the silver standard, which 
they falsely call “ bimetallism.” Then 
every one of these worthies hoped he would 
have been able to pay off his creditors in 50- 
cent dollars, cheating them out of one-half 
what was due them. 1 

These Missouri kna ves made bond issues 
necessary, if the financial credit of the 
government was to be maintained and the 
century-old standard of values preserved. 
As they do not care if the government does 
fail to pay its debts, and as they are exceed- 
ingly antious to repudiate half of their 
own, it is not surprising that the thought 
of bond issues should make them froth at 
the mouth. 


FARMER MORTON TIRES OF HIGH PUB- 
LTO LIFE. 

When the public tires of the dull routine 
in Washington official life and longs for 
some novelty, some refreshment for a 
jaded spirit, the Secretary of Agriculture 
can be counted on always to fill the bill. It 
is generally seeds in some of their various 
manifestations, but this time it is a disserta- 
tion on the woes of officeholders, and begins 
with the unequivocal statement: 

I have had all I want of public lite. 

This will be something of a shock, per- 
haps, to the people who would delight in

It is one thing to have a Secretary of Agri- 
culture and quite another to have a Mr. 
Morton as Secretary of Agriculture. And 
why this sudden surfeit of public life and 
this gloomy content to drop out“? What 
has come over the spirit of the Agricultura] 
Secretary’ that he should thus flout the office 
of which he says himself: “ There was a 
fascination about it I could not resist and 
so I came to Washington in my present 
capacity.” And why in his reckless epistle 
of renunciation must he include all other 
officeholders in this sweeping confession: 

Any ambitions they may have fostered will sim- 
ply die of inanition, and they will become mere 


automatons like many other persons in the depart- 
ments here. 


Surely the Secretary “protests too 
much.“ He far o’erleaps the truth in his 
‘zeal at self-depreciation. It were idle to 
deny there have been critics of Mr. Mor- 
ton. Men have called him little, garrulous, 
pitiably inefficient, and even latterly have 
charged his department with corruption, 
but never has any man in the public know!l- 
edge called him an automaton, and there 
are no signs that he will ever justif} such 
an epithet. When Mr. Morton and the

The public is not 
profoundly interested in their reports, which 
it would never see in any event, but as a 
matter of sentiment it will deeply regret 
the misunderstanding between the Michi- 
gan General and the lady of the 
same name, . 

It is evident that Gen. Palmer is standing 
upon ceremony. He contends that all the 
reports of the White City officials must be 
sent to him, so that he may incorporate as 
much of them as he needs in his own final 
report, which will be completed next Oc- 
tober. It is equally evident that Mrs. 
Palmer is not willing to intrust her report 
to Mr. Palmer at the risk of mutilation. 
This is shown by her sending it to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, who has no more 
to do with it than the man in the moon. 
She would have done better had she sent 
it to Congress, as did Director-General 
Davis. It amounts to the same thing in the 
long run, as the President, not knowing 
what to do with it, will send it to Congress | 
anyway, and once in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Printing Gen. Palmer will have 
access to it, as he has already to the report 
of Col. Davis. 

There should not be too much standing 
on ceremony in this business. Gen. Palmer 
and Mrs. Palmer should come together and 
reach an amicable understanding. It does 
not matter much what becomes of the other 
recalcitrants. The public will bear it with 
equanimity if it never hears e~ything of 
any of the reports. But there is another 
business connected with this World’s Fair 
inquest which is of great importance, and 
that is the distribution of certain medals 
and tags which, it is alleged, have been 
struck at the instance of one John Boyd 
Thacher as rewards of merit for the ex- 
hibiters which have not been delivered, and 
which may not be delivered until some time 
in the next century if prods are not admin- 
istered to J. B. T. Now, if Gea. Palmer 
and Mrs. Palmer would only come to a 
mutual understanding as to these reports, 
which are last year’s birds’ nests anyway, 
and then unite their forces and make one 
last desperate assault upon John Boyd 
Thacher there is little doubt that extraor- 


dinarily perverse individual could be forced 


to make a distribution, whereupon the 
thousands upon thousands of exhibiters, 
domestic and foreign, would rise up and 
call them blessed.

AMERICAN STOCKS IN ENGLAND AND 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

The London Truth, edited by Henry La- 
bouchere, discussing the “ languid condition 
of the American stock market on that side 
of the water, says it is the Monroe doctrine, 
asapplied to the Venezuelan business, which 
has injured American stocks. 

The Monroe doctrine has now lasted over 


seventy years. How it has injured Ameri- 


can stocks it is difficult to understand. 
There has been no time during all that 
period when the Government of the United 
States has not avowed its belief in this doc- 
trine. Why stocks should be injured at 
this time more than at any other time pre- 
viously is not easy to see. Certainly the 
Monroe doctrine has never before been pre- 
sented in a form more mild and reasonable 
than at present. 

In this Venezuelan business the British 
Government was simply asked to agree to 
an arbitration on the long disputed bound - 
ary line between Venezuela and British 
Guiana, and it was conceded that the Queen 
should name one of the arbitrators, and 
how could this mild proposition, based upon 
the Monroe doctrine, injure American 
stocks? 3 

Americans have been doing nothifig to 
injure their stocks in England. What 
have the English been doing to injure them? 
Are they selling them for lesathan they are 
worth? That is punishing no one but them- 
selves. Who is hurtin such a case, the man 
who buys cheaper or the man who sacri- 
fices to gratify his prejudices? What has 
the United States done? What would the 
London Truth have the United States do to 
maintain the value of American securities? 
Would it have us say that England may run 
that boundary line where it pleases ?. Would 
it have us declare that we will abandon the 
Monroe doctrine and let England grab all 
the territory she wants in the Western 
Hemisphere? Is it necessary to concede 
all this in order to improve prices? If so, 
Americans would rather have their stocks 
unsalable in England than take such a 
humiliating position. 


THE SCHOOL CENSUS MUDDLE, 

It will be no wonder if the school census 
proves disappointing under its present man- 
agement. With so many incompetent 
enumerators it is not remarkable that 
numerous citizens complain they and their 
families have been overlooked. It is not 
strange therefore that some of the wards 
appear to have declined in population since 
the last census: The suggested addition of 
5 per cent for errors is no remedy for such 
mismanagement and should not be tolerated 
for a moment. The fact that Supt. Graham 
did this two years ago, and that Supt. Stan- 
ford, who was then Chairman of the School 
Census committee, aided and abetted him 
is no justification for doing it again. The 
way to show that Chicago is growing in 
population is to employ, not maudlin, but 
sober and competent enumerators, and then 
record the truth. 

The present muddle emphasizes the ne- 
cessity of harmonizing the relations of the 
Board of Education and the Civil Service 
Commission. Thanks to Controller Weth- 
erell, a suit will be begun within a few days 
which will determine whether the board is a 
law to itself and can employ its clerks and 
other employés on the spoils plan, while 
the rest of the city government is amenable 
to civil service regulations. Whatever the 
Supreme Court may hold on this subject, 
the public has already made up its mind 
what the law ought to be whether it is so or 
not. Every one conversant with tlie school 
census and its management is convinced 
that, even if a new law should be necessary, 
the Board of Education needs, more than 
any other part of the city government, to be 
put into a civil service strait-jacket.

Waste of City Water. 
Chicago, April 17.—[Editor of The Trib- 


une. II noticed that there is quite a grum- 


ble at the lack of water in our city, notwith- 
standing the city is pumping 250,000,000 
gallons of water per day, which is amply 
sufficient according to the Board of Health 
in the large Eastern cities. It shows con- 
clusively to the writer, whe has been in- 
terested for twenty-two years in the water 
question, that there is an enormous and will- 
ful waste of water going on at the present 
time. One of the main causes is the thou- 
sands of hydraulic and automatic pumps 
that are in use and are being put in contrary 
to our city laws without the use of meters, 
whereas if the same hydraulic and automatic 
motors had meters on them and the owners 
of the said buildings had to pay the honest 
meter rates it would be such a heavy tax 
on their pocketbooks that they would throw 
them out without a moment’s delay. It has 
been noticed by the writer also where he 
has been called on as an expert and a me- 
chanic that where they have disconnected 
the main water pipe, connected to the city 
pressure,.water has run up naturally and 
the neighboring houses were not robbed of 
their legitimate supply of water through the 
waste which has occcurred through the 
above water lifters. The writer is also well 
aware that through the enlargement of our 
eity, our city fathers had not the foresight 
to see that the water mains were not put in 
a great deal larger than they are at the 

resent time, and if the bull is taken by the 

orns you will find by putting in larger 
mains, with the fine pumping stations that 
we have and the fine body of water at our 
feet, we will not have this trouble for years 
to come. 

This is a subject that should be thoroughly 
looked into, and our water should not be 
wasted. Compel all manufacturers as well 
as Stock-Yards to look these things square 
in the face, and compel them all to put in 
meters and have our city to get the benefit 
of same, which it is badly in need of at the 
present time.
